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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Lee : 

When  in  1939  I  suggested  that  the  district  look  for- 
ward to  some  other  form  of  organization  than  three 
one-room  eight-grade  schools,  no  one  realized  that 
within  six  years  all  the  elementary  pupils  of  the  town 
would  be  enjoying  the  benefits  of  mutual  acquaintance 
and  better  learning  opportunities  in  centralized  four- 
grade  schools.  This  situation  has  been  brought  about 
by  the  alertness  of  the  School  Board  in  turning  adverse 
circumstances,  such  as  the  teacher  shortage  and  the 
fire  at  South  Lee,  into  real  advantages  for  the  district. 
Last  fall  after  the  opening  of  schools,  the  teacher  at 
North  Lee  requested  to  be  released.  Faced  with  a  very 
difficult  prospect  in  finding  candidates  for  this  type  of 
school,  the  Board  accomplished  the  present  consolida- 
tion in  a  few  days.  An  unavoidable  change  in  trans- 
portation arrangements  had  already  made  available  a 
bus  large  enough  to  carry  all  the  pupils.  On  October 
2  the  new  arrangements  went  into  effect.  The  present 
registration  is  as  follows :

While  the  type  of  grade  organization  is  very  satis- 
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factory  with  the  present  enrollment,  a  new  building 
would  provide  many  district  improvements,  including 
automatic  heat  from  a  stoker  or  oil-burner,  so  that 
the  building  would  be  w^arm  at  all  times,  running  hot 
and  cold  water  for  washing  and  drinking,  flush  toilets, 
hot  lunch  facilities,  and  adequate  play  space  inside  and 
outside  the  building.  Not  all  these  facilities  are  yet 
found  in  many  homes,  it  is  true;  but  they  become  a 
necessity  where  numbers  of  children  congregate  and 
they  help  educate  the  rising  generation  to  advance  the 
American  standard  of  living,  which  is  the  basis  of  our 
prosperity  and  way  of  life  .  Several  excellent  sites  are 
located  at  Lee  Hill,  and  the  School  Board  might  be 
given  authority  to  select  and  acquire  one  of  these,  as 
well  as  to  have  preliminary  plans  made. 

The  frame  for  educational  changes  after  the  war  is 
even  now  being  planned.  Many  members  of  the  Ser- 
vices are  already  taking  government  correspondence 
courses  from  the  Armed  Forces  Institute.  The  *'G.  I. 
Bill  of  Rights"  contains  liberal  provision  for  re-  edu- 
cating the  handicapped  veterans  and  completing  the 
education  of  those  who  might  have  been  studying  in 
schools  and  colleges  except  for  their  induction. 

Educational  leaders  are  advocating  the  raising  of 
the  compulsory  age  limit  to  18  years,  with  public  edu- 
cation available  on  the  junior  college  level  or  in  re- 
gional trade  schools.  Itjs  likely  that  a  considerable 
amount  of  work-experience  for  young  people  will  be 
combined  with  their  academic  training,  as  time  goes 
on. 

In  our  own  state,  some  of  the  forward  steps  in 
school  policy  advocated  by  superintendents  include  a 
minimum  salary  limit  for  teachers,  state  aid  for  rural 
high  school  transportation  (also  supported  by  the 
state  Grange),  restoration  of  an  adequate  number  of 
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supervisory  unions,  fixing  of  salaries  of  State  Board  of 
Education  administrative  officers  by  the  Board  itself, 
and  retirement  provisions  for  superintendents  as  well 
as  other  state  employes.  Many  of  these  measures  could 
be  provided  for  in  an  orderly  way  by  means  of  allocat- 
ing a  reasonable  millage  proportion  of  the  state  tax 
for  state  aid  to  school  districts  and  other  needs  of 
statewide  public  education. 

After  the  war,  it  is  more  than  likely  that  the  govern- 
ment will  require  a  year  of  universal  military  training. 
Shall  this  be  a  full  year  of  strictly  military  training  at 
some  fixed  time,  say  age  17  regardless  of  high  school 
graduation,  or  will  there  be  an  option  as  to  the  time, 
place,  auspices,  and  type  of  training?  Shall  this  re- 
quirement include  girls  as  well  as  boys,  and  will  it 
make  provision  for  the  40  per  cent  of  rejectees  as  well 
as  those  who  are  fit?  Will  all  training  be  in  military 
establishments,  or  will  at  least  part  of  it  be  in  civilian 
schools  and  colleges,  factories,  business  establish- 
ments, hospitals,  and  summer  camps?  Will  the  pro- 
gram provide  for  a  wide  class  of  subjects  valuable  in 
both  military  and  civil  life,  such  as  science  and  math- 
ematics, languages,  vocational  and  technical  training, 
aeronautics,  radio,  nursing,  information  and  supply? 
Will  the  federal  government  utilize  local  facilities  and 
encourage  further  development  of  education  within 
the  states,  or  will  it  go  to  the  tremendous  expense  of 
setting  up  and  maintaining  a  parallel  system  of  educa- 
tion? It  is  for  the  American  people  to  discuss  these 
questions  and  make  their  wishes  known. 

Supplementary  services  of  the  schools  have  been 
continued  during  the  past  year,  including  musical  in- 
struction under  the  direction  of  Miss  Martha  B.  Walk- 
er and  the  regular  health  supervision  furnished  by  the 
School  Nurse,  Miss  Margaret  Macdonald.    The  dental 
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clinic  was  unusually  successful,  under  the  sponsorship 
of  the  Grang-e,  Community  Club,  Missionary  Society, 
Sunday  School,  and  Red  Cross.  Eighteen  children  re- 
ceived an  average  of  four  operations  each  from  Dr. 
C.  H.  Manning,  constituting  complete  care  of  their 
needs  in  practically  every  instance.  A  special  feature 
of  the  defense  work  this  fall  was  the  collection  of 
eight  bags  of  milkweeds  pods  to  make  jackets  for  the 
saving  of  lives  at  sea.
